There are just fifteen States in the 
Union in which no women vote for 
anything whatever. There are eleven 
fall suffrage States and one other where 
women vote for president. There are 
twenty-one other States in which wo- 


vote?’ It is rather, ‘Shall women who 
vote for this be allowed to vote for that 
as well?’ And in one quarter of the 
States even that searching question has 
been answered in the affirmative. 
“Let us face the issue squarely. 
“Since women may vote on child 
education, why not on child labor? 
“Since women may have a hand in 
: the spending of public moneys for hiring 
| school teachers, why not for employing 


| “Since their votes may influence the 
building of a school house, why not of 
a post office? 

“If women are to vote at all, they 
should vote in all States. If woman's 
place is in the home, it is as bad for her 
to take a place in a school board as in 
a health board. 

“For two-thirds of the United States, 
the question of woman's yoting is 
settled. The only open question is

The latest failure of the Progressive 
party to secure sufficient endorsements 
to place upon the primary ballot the: 
names of the carefully selected slate 
for that party’s support is one of the 
most significant political incidents for 
a long time. Mr. Shaw’s failure to 
have sufficient names certified for his 
nomination as a Progressive candidate 
for governor was promptly followed: by 
a declaration by that gentleman that 
he should have withdrawn anyway, his 
lengthy statement boiling itself down 
to the single reason that Mr. Clark, 
his opponent, had already pronounced 
in favor of national prohibition. Mr. 
Shaw’s position is not an enviable one 
at the present time. Every statement 
he has made has contained a great 
many “‘if’s,” and it is difficult to under- 
stand how, in the light of a recent ex- 
posure by the Boston Journal of the 
sort of campaign which certain Baptist 
ministers are attempting to make as 
a supporting organization for a fellow 
in Boston by the name of Batcheller, 
‘Mr. Shaw can much longer defer the 
discussion of some propositions other 
than his one single issue. The Baptist 
ministers’ statement practically. de- 
manded that Mr. Shaw should give up 
his issue of prohibition because of the 
urgency, as they, the ministers, saw it, 
of the peculiarly narrow issue which 
they themselves have seen fit to espouse. 
Mr. Shaw is on record in some very 
earnest speeches in favor of such legis- 
lation as will protect the homes of 
America without reference to the reli- | 
gious faith in which such homes may be 
grounded. How he can go back on 
this broad application of his campaign 
program is difficult to understand, and 
he can ill afford to let the public assume 
that his campaign for prohibition is 
confined to any particular brand of 
religious faith or nationality. 

While the Progressive and Prohibition: 
candidates are having their troubles)! 
and appear to be in for a great many 
more, a merry contest is going on in 
the Republican ranks for practically all 
of the places on the Republican ticket 
The spirit of justice and a fair show, 
which must usually be complied with 
if success is to come to any cause, ap+ 
pears likely to control the decision in 
the Republican party relative to the 
candidate for governor. If there were 
no other reasons than the claim which 
Mr. McCall has upon the voters of the 
state because of his splendid run a year 
ago, that reason would be sufficient in 
the eyes of many people for his renomi- 
nation and for a harder fight than ever 
for his successful election this year. 
The age issue is getting pretty seriously 
punctured by passing events, not the 
least important of which is the return 
to the Republican platform of Senator 
Lodge. Notwithstanding his three score 
years and ten, he returns to the attack 
in favor of Republican principles and 
in support of Republican doctrine with 
a fire and vigor that lead many men in 
the state to continue to look upon him as 
the real leader either in counsel or 
attack. 

The local contest is clearly shaped, 
with four candidates seeking the Re- 
publican nomination for Representative 
and a single candidate seeking the 
Democratic nomination for this same 
position. The four candidates for the 
Republican nomination promise to let 
their own qualifications be known very 
clearly, if they are not already known, 
‘between now and the date of the pri- 
mary. The four combine to make four 
very distinct types from which the 


voters may choose. Let us hope for a 
selection which will guarantee the best 
possible service for the town and the 
state. 


Making Men “Rich” 


It is always very interesting to follow 
the process of increasing men’s wealth 
by increasing the tax rate, and it is also 
interesting, if you happen to have a 
piece of property to sell, to figure out 
the accuracy of the contention so fre- 
quently made that the valuation of 
property in Andover is very low.- We 
are afraid that we're getting here in 
Andover, .as they are in most other 
cities and towns in the state, to the 
limit of both valuation and taxation 
cost which the average property holder 
in town can afford. 

The list published elsewhere of those 
who pay a tax exceeding fifty dollars is 
impressive. Many people are in the 
list who never supposed they would be, 
their supposition being based on the 
belief that they probably would never 
have sufficient property to justify their 
paying a tax in excess of fifty dollars. 
They had that idea when the rate was. 
seven, eight, ten, twelve, and even 
fifteen dollars, but. with a rate ap- 
proaching twenty, it takes only a small 
property holder’s little home to repre- 
sent enough to‘have him think he is 
in the list of landed proprietors, and, 
worse than that, to have him appre- 
ciate that he is in the list of men stand- 
ing for taxes that are becoming pretty 
serious. The careless man who hires 
a tenement gets a notion, as he sees 
that his landlord is paying increasing 
taxes year after year, that the landlord 
is growing richer, while, because he has 
a little increased rental put upon him, 
he is growing poorer. As a matter of 
fact, only half of this statement is 
true: he is growing poorer because he 
is the man who is paying that increased 
tax that the landlord is assessed for; 
and when more people, more “ultimate 
consumers” appreciate that the tax 
lands on the fellow whose own industry 
is his sole means of support, then we’ll 
have a correction of the present ten- 
dency to make the tax burden an ever 
increasing one. 


Promoting Neighborliness 


On Tuesday of this week about thirty 
thousand people enjoyed a unique pro- 
gram of entertainment on the shores of 
Gloucester Harbor. The affair was 
known as “Gloucester Day”’ and in itself, 


‘80 far as the program was concerned, 


had very little of entertainment in it, 
but as an affair in which everybody 
became enthusiastically happy without 
quite knowing why, it was one of the 
most. interesting occasions the writer 
has ever attended. ‘‘Gloucester Day”’ 
is the outcome of a pageant worked out 
by patriotic citizens of Gloucester a 
number of years ago, and has been 
keeping itself alive through the momen- 
tum gained at that time and because 
of the rare organizing ability of its 
presiding genius, Mr. Fred W. Tibbetts. 

As already stated, the program of 
‘Gloucester Day” is a very simple one. 
There isn’t a great deal of entertain- 
mentgbnt the striking part of it is that 
none the thirty- thousand people 
there seemed to want very much of 
entertainment. They were getting 
their entertainment by just rubbing 
elbows one with another and by being 
a part of the great throng of people 
who made up this remarkable neigh- 
borhood party and for the day made of 
themselves one great big family. of 
thirty thousand souls. 

We congratulate Gloucester upon this 
really remarkable occasion, because it 
is a remarkable occasion when a city 
of that size can annually forget all other 
things and gather at one common meét- 
ing place where rich and poor and high 
and low, bump each other in the mixed 
throng with a feeling of satisfaction 
because one and all are parts of the big 
family gathering thus created. Would 
that more cities and towns could see 
the tremendous value of the closer rela-

IN GREAT PERIL 

Teutons Déliter § Severe Blow 
to Forces of the Gzar 

KOVNO FORTRESS CAPTURED 


Kaiser’s Army Now Has Open Road to 
Warsaw-Petrograd Railway—An- 
other Besieged Fortress Believed 

. About to Fali— Army of Grand Duke 
Nicholas In immenérit Danger of 
Being Enveloped—Ten Persons 
Killed In German Air Raid 


The capture of the fortress of Kov- 
no, announced in the official report 
from Berlin, is considéred one of thé 
worst blows of the war to Russia. 

The amazingly short time in whi 
the fortress was taken is looked upon 
as conclusive proof that the Russians 
have no ammunition for the heavy 
artillery, and without such equip- 
ment the military experts cannot see 
how they can make a stand any- 
where. : 

The retreat from the Warsaw lint 
was considered comparativély unir- 
portant as long ag the Russian com- 
mander-in-chief was alile to keép his 
armies intact.
